They know ihe family to have 
enjoyed an excellent reputation during that time* Both of the HJ LATJGHLINS 
advised that IRA 17BISNER had not lived in Greensburg during the twelve 
years they were acquainted wiih other memibers of the family, and they 
believe he has resided in Alaska during all of that time. 

Mrs. ilAGGEEE BOEKE, housewife, 709 Test Main Street, advised that she has 
known the WEISHER family for at least forty years and knows them to have 
been always very well regarded in the communily* According to Mrs. BDRKE, 
IRA WEISHER left Greensburg shortly after his graduation from high school 
and has lived for several years in Alaska.

He advised tha^ 
his true name wus J)AEFH F. LA/jUKJi and that he was born in 
Chicago, Illinois, on 8/15/H. Ks stated that his mother *s 
maiden name was AINAS and that v;hen he was nine months 

old, he was taken by his mother to Poland. He stated that 
they were accompanied by his half-sister, ATELLA NOVaK, and 
his brother, WALTER LAbUKA. LUCAS stated that while in 
Poland, the War broke out in 1911 and that he did not return 
to the United Htates until 1921 or 1922. He stated that he 
Was 10 or 11 years of age at this time. He further stated 
that his father* paid his trans portae ion to Chicago and that 
shortly after his return to the Uniued dtates from Poland, 
his father, ALUjAT lAZUILA, married a widow named PLUH'^-NCic /iARZ. 
He statf^d he livod on various farms operated by his father in 
Eouton, Iowa, Treoy, Jinnosota, and Areola, Illinois. Ho 
stated that h.'s family life was most unpleasant and he, there- 
fore, left home in i*Iay, 1923, going to Pocatello, Iowa, where 
he worked for one JE3S TRI^PE.
